Boards Shy at Conciliation 
Ban, Flirt With Federal Aid

HOUSTON, Tex. — The dele- | 
gate assembly of the annual | 
convention of the National} 
Schoo] Boards Association 
turned down a policy which 
would have banned “industrial | 
dispute-type of conciliation ma- 
chinery” in negotiations with 
teachers unions and also defeat- 
ed withdrawal of the associa- 
tion’s opposition to Federal Aid | 
for Education by one vote. 

The delegates challenged the 
no-negotiation machinery which 
came from its policy committee 
and the following day the com- | 
mittee withdrew it, leaving the} 
present “policy in dealing with | 
teachers” in continuing effect. 


Aid Debate Heated 

Heated debate followed a rec- 
ommendation from an Arkansas 
delegate that the association’s 
opposition to Federal Aid for 
Education be stricken from the 
record, In a roll call requiring 
a two-thirds majority, the mo-

| tion was lost 63 to 32, since it 
lacked one vote of carrying. 
States favoring the policy 
change included Alaska, Arkan- 
sas, Kentucky, Georgia, Maine, 
|Missouri, New Jersey, North 
Carolina, Pennsylvania, Rhode | 
\Island, South Dakota, Utah, 
| West Virginia, Virginia, The 
District of Columbia and Virgin 
‘Islands. Split votes came from 


Connecticut, Massachusetts, Ne- | 


braska and Vermont. 

As a result, the NSBA’s policy | 
committee was told to re-evalu- 
jate the association’s present |
